According to a report issued on 
egg marketing, the per capita con­ 
sumption of eggs per year in Can­ 
ada was 313 eggs, in Belgium 213 
eggs, and in the United States 204 
eggs. 
The regulations in Canada 
controlling the marketing of eggs 
are probably more rigid than in any 
other country. 
Each poultryman can make an ef­ 
fort to reduce the number of soiled 
eggs to a minimum by using clean 
litter cm the floor, gathering eggs 
frequently, using clean nesting ma­ 
terial, wiring the dropping boards 
and keeping the birds confined the 
greater part of the day. Regardless 
of all efforts to produce clean eggs, 
there will always be a few that are 
soiled, but they should not be m ar­ 
keted in that condition. 
To clean 
soiled eggs, use a knife or coarse 
steel wool to remove the foreign ma­ 
terial stuck to the egg shell and 
then wipe the eggs with a damp 
doth. 
Eggs should be graded according 
to size, exterior appearance, and in­ 
terior quality. 
Each poultryman 
will exercise good judgment in grad­ 
ing his eggs according to the de­ 
mands of his market. 


OLD STRAWBERRY BEDS MAY 
BE REJUVENATED 
Many growers in Lawrence county 
follow the practice of keeping their 
strawberry beds in bearing two or 
three years. This gives varying de­ 
grees of success in financial returns 
as compared w’ith the practice of 
making a new planting each year and 
fruiting the plants only one year. 
Numerous experiments prove that 
fruit harvested either the second or 
third year is not equal to that picked 
the first bearing year, either in quan­ 
tity or quality. The variation depends 
upon several factors, and in many 
cases growers are justified in re­ 
juvenating their plantings for addi­ 
tional crops. This work is best ac­ 
complished as soon after harvesting 
as possible. 
Such action allows a 
longer growing season and conse­ 
quently a larger number of plants 
with a resulting larger yield. 
Immediately after harvesting the 
tops should be mowed and the leaves 
burned or removed with a rake. A 


A light and dark green or a yellow 
and green mottling distinguish the \ 
twro mosaics. Dwarfing and curling 
of the leaves indicate the presence 
of one of the leaf curls, while a 
downward twisting and a blotched 
mottling of the leaves and a streak­ 
ing of the canes characterize the 
streak disease. 
Besides causing dwarfing and fre­ 
quently killing of the plants, the 
virus diseases also make the berries 
crumble and give them an acrid 
taste. Such fruit is unmarketable. 
Control of virus diseases is effect­ 
ed only through use of disease-free I 
plants. If, however, when diseased 
plants are first 
found 
they are 
scorched with a blow torch and then 
removed, the disease will be some­ 
what reduced. As a further precau­ 
tion, raspberry growers are urged 
to remove all wild plants within 1000 
feet as these plants can transmit the 
disease to the domestic plantation. 
Fertilizers applied to increase the j 
vigor of the raspberry plants w ill: 
not shield them from the diseases j 
nor help them to overcome the in- ! 
fection. However, the symptoms of 
virus disease stand out more promi­ 
nently by contrast in well-cultivated ! 
plantations, since the symptoms are ; 
mixed up’ with physiological condi- j 
tions in poorly cared for plantations, j 
A series of meetings will be sched- j 
uled in many Pennsylvania counties j 
this summer to demonstrate the cor- j 
rect way of rogueing diseased plants. \

These instructions, written in ad­ 
vance by the 
president 
himself, 
were: 
1. To create special boards, a m a­ 
jority of the members 
of 
which 
have no connection with the vet­ 
erans administration, to review all 
claims of World War veterans, aris­ 
ing out of disabilities presumptively 
incurred in army or navy 
service 
during the war. These boards were 
directed to “resolve all reasonable 
doubts in favor of the veteran, the 
burden of proof being on the gov­ 
ernm ent.” 
2. To pay the rates of compensa­ 
tion, existing on March 20, 1933, on 
any claim filed before that date for 
insurance, pensions, 
compensation 
or retirem ent pay filed until June 
30, 1933. These claims will be sub­ 
ject to unlimited reduction there­ 
after. 
3. To pay 75 per cent of the com­ 
pensation rates, existing on March 


20, 1933, to all war veterans in the 
presumptive classes untU their cases 
have been reviewed. 
Limit Reductions 
4. To limit the reduction in rates 
of compensation to World War vet­ 
erans. with 
directly 
service-con­ 
nected disabilities (the battle vic­ 
tims» to 75 percent of th at paid on 
March 20, 1933. The president, how­ 
ever, may reduce the d eg ree of dis­ 
ability and put the veteran 
in

lower classification, before adm in­ 
istering the 25 percent flash. 
5. To prohibit any suspension or 
reduction in death 
compensation

parents or World W ar veterans. 
6. To insure a pension of a t least 
$15 a month to veterans

Boxer 
Rebellion and the Philippine insur­ 
rection, who are 55 years of age, 50 
percent disabled and In need.
